S, R. O, No. 12/1 /C-L&C/83.—Whereas a draft of bye¬ 
laws for regulating the collection and recovery of octroi 
the Kamptee Cantonment was published with Cantonment 
Board Notice No. CK/B27/R-O/D-10J9A/P, dated the 23rd 
December, 1985, as required by Sub-section (1) of 
Section 284 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924) for 
inviting objections and suggestions from all persons likely 
to be affected thereby till the expiry of a period of 30 days 
from the date of publication of the said notice; 

And whereas the said notice was made available to the 
public from 23rd December 1985; 

And whereas no objections or suggestions have been 
received from the public on the said draft; 

And whereas Ontral Government have duly approved 
and confirmed the said draft Bye-laws as required by sub¬ 
section (l)of section 284 of the said Act; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
clause (3) of section 282 of the Cantonment Act, 1924 
(2 of 1924), the Contonmcnt Board, Kamptee hereby makes 
the following bye-laws namely ;— 

1, SHORT TITLE AND COMMENCEMENT : 

(1) These bye-laws may be called the Kamptee Canton¬ 
ment Octroi Bye-laws, 1986. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. DEFINITIONS : 

In these bye-laws, unless the Context otherwise requires, 

(a) Act, means the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924); 

(b) 'Board’ means the Cantonment Board, Kamptee; 

(c) Control Octroi : post means and Octroi post situated 
near “Girja Ghar” on Great Northern Road, 
Commonly known as G. N. Road; 

(d) Export means taking out or movement of any 
goods from any place within the octroi limits of 
the Kamptee Cantonment to any place outside such 
limits; 

(e) ‘Exporter’ means the person who is in actual 
charge of the goods of that are being exported and 
includes the owner or any person who exports such 
goods on behalf of the owner 

(f) “Export Octroi Post' means the octroi post at 

which the goods arrive for the purpose of their 
export; 

(g) ‘From’ means a form appended to these bye-laws; 

(h) ‘Import’ means bringing or entry of any goods mto 
the octroi limits of Board from any place outside 
such limits; 

(i) 'Importer' means the person who imports any 

goods, and includes any person who own the goods 
at the time of the import; 

(j) ‘Import Octroi Post’ means the Octroi post at 

which the goods arrive for the purpose of their 
import; 

(k) ‘Octroi Limits’ means the octroi limits of 

Kamptee Cantonment as specified m Schedule I; 

(l) 'Octroi Post' means any place fixed by the Boaid 
at which the goods are being imported or exported 
and at which the assessment, collection and recovery 
of octroi is made or checking is carried out whether 
octroi is paid on the goods or not; 

(m) ‘Officer’ means am octroi Clerk and includes any 
other official of the Board authorise by the Execu¬ 
tive Officer to be on duty at any octroi post for 


the purpose of assessment, collection and recovery 
of octroi; and 

fn) Words and expressions used by but not defined 
herein shall have the same meanings as arc res¬ 
pectively assigned to them in the Act. 

3. TABLE OR RATES OF OCTROI TO BE AFFIXED AT 
CERTAIN PLACES : 

A copy in English and Hindi of the rates or octroi tax 
duly authenticated by the signature of the Executive Officer 
and shall be exhibited in a conspicious place at each octroi 
post 

4. COT LECTION OF OCTROI HOW TO BE EFFECTED ; 

Octroi shall be collected in accordance with these bye¬ 
laws by the officers of the Board appointed in this behalf by 
the Executive Officer from time to time. 

5. OCTROI WHEN PAYABLE ; 

(i) Octroi shall be payable on demand by the person 
in charge of the goods on which octroi is leviable. 

(ii) The Officer of the Board authorised by the 

Executive Officer to demand octroi shall tender to 
the person on whom a octroi demand is made a 
bill In Form I specifying the goods taxable, the 
octroi claimed, the rate at which the octroi is 
calculated and such other particulars as may from 
time to time be specified and issue a receipt of 
the amount collected in the column provided In 
the above hill form for the purpose and sign it in 
token of its receipt. 

6. RECOVERY OF OCTROI ON GOODS IMPORTED 

BY RAILWAY : 

Ooods when imported by rail which are subject to octroi 
on weight basis, shall be charged octroi at the rates pres¬ 
cribed for the goods on the weight and description, men¬ 
tioned in the railway receipt. If, however, the Import 
Control Octroi Post Officer on duty on actual inspection or 
reweightment finds that there is an error, in the description 
or weight of the goods mentioned in the railway receipt, 
octroi shall be leviable at the rate chargeable according 
to the description and weight of goods actually found on 
inspection or on reweightment as the case may be, 

7. CALCULATION OF OCTROI IN CASE OF FRACTION 

OF PAISE : 

In calculation the octroi to be chairged, the fractional 
amount below two raise shall bo omitted and two pafse and 
above shall be reckoned as five paise, 

8. SCALE OF ROUNDING OF THE WEIGHTS ; 

Where goods are liable to be charged octroi bv weight, 
octroi shall be assessed on the basis of Kilograms, fraction 
of 10 kilograms being treated as under ;— 

10 kilograms and below Equal to 10 kgms. 

Exceeding 10 kems. but 

not exceeding 20 kgms. Equal to 20 kgms. 

Exceeding 20 kgms. hut 

not exceeding 30 kgms. Equal to 30 kgms. 

and so on to the next higher multiple of 10 kilograms. 


9. POWER TO EXAMINE GOODS LIABLE TO OCTROI : 

(i) A person bringing into or receiving from, bevond 
Ihe octroi limits of the Cantonment anv goods shall, 
when renu'ired by an officer authorised in this behalf 
bv the Executive Officer, and so for as may be 
necessary f 0 r ascertaining whether octroi is pavable 
on such goods and the amount of octroi 1 charged :— 

fa) Unload and reloaded at his own expense, all the 
goods or such of them as may be required by that 
officer; 

(b) Permit that officer to inspect, examine, weigh 
stamp seal or otherwise mark for purpose of 
identification of such goods; 
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(c) Permit that officer to inspect, and examine any 
animal or vehicle on or in which such goods are 
loaded; 

(d) Communicate to that officer any information and 
exhibit to him any bill, invoice, or document of 
a like nature which he may possess relating to such 
animal or goods; and 

(e) Make a declaration in writing in Form II to that 
officer regarding the correctness and accuracy of the 
documents shown to him. 

(2) Every driver of a vehicle and every person in charge 
of an animal shall, when so required by the 
Import Octroi Post Officer, make a full and correct 
declaration in Form III regarding the description, 
weight and number of goods, carried in such 
vehicle or on such animal. 

(3) If any person brining into or receiving from 

or beyond the octroi limits of the Cantonment, any 
vehicle or animal or package refuse, on the demand 
or an officer authorised by the Executive Officer 
in this behalf, to permit the officer to inspect 
the contents of the vehicle or package or the 
contents of the load carried on the said animal for 
the purpose of ascertaining whether they contain 
anything in respect of which octroi is payable, the 
officer may cause the said vehicle, animal or package 
to be taken without unnecessary delay before 
the octroi superintendent or such other officer of 
the Board as the Executive Officer may 

appointed in this behalf who shall cause the inspec¬ 
tion to be made in his presence. 

(4) The actual expenses incurred by the said officer 
in producing the said vehicle animal or package 
before the octroi superintendent or the said officer 
of the Board shall, if not paid be recoverable 
from the said person by sale of the contents of 
the vehicle or package or the contents of the load 
carried by the said animal. 

10. PROCEDURE FOR GOODS IMPORTED WHICH 

ARE INTENDED FOR IMMEDIATE EXPORTA¬ 
TION ; 

Goods imported by rail, air or road and intended for 
immediate export shall be dealt with as follows :— 

(a) The person in charge of the goods imported 
within the octroi limits, which are intended for 
immediate export, shall on their arrival at the 
Entrance Octroi Post, apply in form IV to the 
Octroi Officer for a written permission-cum-transit 
pass for conveying the goods without escort, via the 
route, from the Entrance Octroi Post to the Exit 
Octroi Post specified in Schedule II. He shall 
at the same time make at the Entrance Octroi 
Post a deposit calculated by the Officer in 
accordance, with the scale of octroi chargeable on 
such goods plus a transit pass fee Rs. 5/-. On 
payment of the deposit and the fees for the written 
permission-cum-traHsit pass and if considered 
necessary by the Officer. On presentation of a 
declaration-cum-application in Form TV, the officer 
shall issue a written permission-cum-transit 
pass in Form V to the said person to proceed with 
the goods Without escort. 

(b) On arrival of the goods at the Fxit Octroi Post 
and on surrender of the written permission-cum- 
transit pass, the octroi officer shall verify the 
entries therein with goods, and refund to such 
person the deposit <t., entered in the said na’ss. i f 
the particulars of the goods as specified in the said 
pass tally with the. goods which arrive at the Exit 
octroi Post. 

(c) The person receiving refund of deposit shall sir>n 
on receiving the refund in the space reserved for 
the pur nose, on the written permission-cum-transit 
pass. The counterfoils of all such passes issued 
and the original shall be sent to the Central Octroi 
Post at the time fixed bv the Executive Officer. 
The Octroi Suoerintendent shall compare the 
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counterfoil with the originals and the register and 
satisfy himself that they tally and shall then pass 
on order to recoup the advance every day. Any 
irregularities d'scovered shall be reported immedi¬ 
ately to' the Executive Officer or the Board. 

(d) In case the person in charge of the goods agrees 
to carry goods under escort without paying the 
deposit and transit fee, viz, the course route from 
the Entrance Octroi Post to the Exit Octroi 
Post specified by the Executive Officer from time 
to time, he shall on an application made in that 
behalf in form VI and on payment of a fee of 
Rs. 6/- be granted a written permission in Form 
VII to carry such goods under excort provided 
by the octroi Officer. In such cases the octroi 
Officer at the Exist Post shall on surrender of the 
written permission allow the said person to pass 
through the post with the goods and the escort 
shall specify satisfy himself that the goods have 
actually have been carried outside the octroi limits 
without having broken bulk on the journey. The 
countei foils be sent by the Fxit Post Officer once 
a day to the respectively Entrance post for pasting 
with the counterfoil. 

11. RECOVERY OF DUE AND PROPER OCTROI WHEN 

THE SAME WAS NOT RECOVERED ON THE BASIS 

OP INVOICE VALUE : 

(1) (a) In cases where octroi is recovered by the 
Import Octroi Post Officer on the value fixed 
bv the Executive Officer as specified. In 
bye-law No. 45 and not on the invoice value 
of the goods the Executive Officer, may. at any 
time within three months from the date of 
import call upon the importer to produce in the 
Board Office the original invoice and other 
documents concerning the value of the goods 
imported for his inspection. 

(b) The importer shall be found to produce the 
above mentioned documents within seven days 
from the date of receipt of such requisition. 

(c) If on going through these documents it is found 
that less than the due amount of octroi has 
been recovered, the Executive Officer shall 
call upon the imcorter to pay the difference or 
the octroi and the importer shall be bound to 
comply with such demand. 

(dl If the amount demanded is not paid within 
seven days of demand it shall be recovered by 
the Executive Officer under the provisions of 
the Act. as if such amount were a property 
tax due by the said defaulter or by having 
recourse to a civil court. 

(21 In cases where the octroi is recovered by the Import 
Octroi Post Officer on the value fixed by the 
Executive Officer from time to time in the manner 
the goods and when the importer produces in the 
Board Office the Original invoice aDd other relating 
documents showing the value of the goods imported 
bv him the Executive Officer shall have the 
right to demand and recover the difference of 
octroi in the manner laid down in snb-bve-law dl 
in case it is found that less than the appropriate 
amount of octroi was recovered specified in these 
Fig-law in this behalf and not on the invoice value 
o'" ooods. The Executive Officer may at any time 
within three months from the date of import call 
upon the importer to produce in the Board, office 
the original invoice and other documents concerning 
the value of the goods imported for his inspection. 

12. RECOVERY OF DUE AMD PROPER OCTROI TN 

C-'SES OF MISTAKES OR WRONG CALCULATION : 

'll * '■ case where the Executive Officer finds that on 
rrrmt of wrong calculation or mistake less th«n 
mi diw amount of octroi has been recovered bv 
the Import iWtr-i has been recovered bv the 
Import Octroi '~<25rer. the Executive Officer 

shall have the right to demand the deficit amount 
from the importer. 
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(2) When an application is received by the Executive 
Officer on account of wrong calculation or mistake 
mote than due amount of octioi has been recovered 
by the Import Octroi Post Officer, the Executive 
Officer shall refund such excess amount recovered 
within seven days to the importer. 

H. REFUND Or FXCLSS OCTROI WHEN OCTROI WAS 
RECOVERED ON VALUE FIXED BY THE CAN¬ 
TONMENT EXECUTIVE OFFICER AND NOT ON 
THE VALVE DISCLOSED RY THE INVOICE : 

CD In case where octroi was levied not according to 
the original invoice of value of the goods but 
recording to the valuation fixed bv the Fxccutive 
Officer as laid down in these bve-laws, then if the 
importer satisfied that Executise Officer that the 
Octroi so levied is in excess of the octroi that would 
he leviable according to the invoice value of the 
goods, refund of the excess octroi may be paid to 
the importer in the manner laid down in these bve- 
laws provided that :— 

(a) the importer mokes an application to the 
Executive Officer. 

(b) the said application is accompanied hy such 
documents as may be ,pecifled by these bye¬ 
laws; 

(cl the said application is duly signed by the 
importer; 

(d) the said application reaches the office of the 
Board within fifteen days from the date of 
import; 

(el the implication shall comply with all provisions 
specified in these bye-laws for making a claim 
for refund. 

(21 Where an application is not accompanied by such 
d.pcuments as mav be specified by these bve-law. 
but is otherwise complete, the Executive Officer, i f 
he is satisfied that the emission is due to good and 
'ufficient reasons, extend the period upto one month 
from the date of im'ort for submitting the docu¬ 
ments, 

14. REFUND OF OCTROI ON GOODS WHICH ARE 
ELIGIBLE FOR EXEMPTIONS : 

If octroi is levied on goods which are eligible for exemp¬ 
tion refund of octroi shall be given to the importer in the 
manner laid down in these bye-laws, 

15. APPLICATIONS TO FURNISH ADDITIONAL DOCU¬ 
MENTS OR COPIES TO ENABLE THE EXFCUTIVE 
OFFICER TO SCRUTINISE THE CLAIM FOR 
REFUND : 

In order to enable the Executive Officer to scrutinise th<* 
correctness and genuineness of the claim for refund of octroi 
the apnlicant shall be bound to furnish such additional 
particulars and produce such additional documents or copies 
there of as mav be called for by the Executive Officer. 

16. APPLICATION OR A CLAIM FOR REFUND MUST 
COMPIY WITH THE BYE-IAWS : 

An application or a claim for refund which does not com¬ 
ply with the provisions of these bye-laws shall be rejected 

17. NO REFUND SHALL BE GR ANTED ON THF 
GROUND THAT OCTROI WAS WRONGLY RF- 
COVFRFD THROUGH MISTAKE IN STATING 
WEIGHT DESCRIPTION ETC : 

No refund of octroi shall be claimed or planted to rriv 
nerson on the ground that octroi was wrongly recovered from 
him on account of nnv alleged rn ,( 4ak tt o r d'screponcy in 
wanting the weight and description of goods or in c a'ing an'" 
o'hrr details which mav he necessary to specify i 1 the vnioii' 
documents that are prepared bv tbe employee of Ibc Board 
i” connection with the recovery and r-fnn-’ o f octroi and 
the imnopt npd the export of anode as it 'ball be deemed to 
he the dntv of the person concerned to point out immediately 
in wiitinr ‘o tbe concerned employee of the Board any nich 


mistake or discrepancy on the spot before the variation of 
the complaint becomes difficult. 

18. NO REFUND GRANTED ON THE EXPORT OF THE 

EXPOSED CINEME FILMS : 

No refund of octroi shall be claimed or granted m cases 
where an exposed film that ia imported within the octroi 
limits of the Board for the purpose of exhibition, is exported 
outside the octroi limits of the Cantonmen'. 

19. POWER TO ASCERTAIN WHETHER PROPER 

OCTROI WAS PAID : 

(1) An officer of the Board, duly authorised by tbe 
Executive Officer in this behalf, may, anywhere 
within the octroi limits, require any person in charge 
of the goods or a driver of a vehicle *o stop in 
order to ascertain whether octroi has been collected 
at the Import Octroi Post. 

(2) On such a requisition being made the said person 
or driver shall immediately stop and if required by 
the said officer do one or more of the things speci¬ 
fied in sub-clauses (a) to (e) or sub-bye-law fl) 
of bye-law 9. 

(3) If the said officer is satisfied that correct amount of 
octroi was not paid at the import octroi post, he 
shall make demand in the prescribed manner 
on the said nerson or driver to pay the due amount 
of octroi and thereupon the said person or driver 
shall pay the same and obtain receipt in Form I. 

141 If the said person of the driver refuses to pay the 
octroi the said officer shall recover the same in 
the manner specified in bye-law 11. 

20. ISSUE OF RESOLUTION BY THE EXECUTIVE 

OFFICER : 

(1) The Executive Officer of the ocToi Superintendent 
if satisfied that it is necessarv in the interest of 
'he Revenue of tbe Board, issue a requisition in 
FORM VTIT asking ‘the owner of thr ponds that 
arc imported to return it duly filled in and signed 
bv him and the said owner shall within seven davi 
from the receipt of the requisition fill in correct 
details and return it duly signed by him to tbe Exe¬ 
cutive Officer. 

(2) The octroi found due on the Particulars mentioned 
bv the said owner when returning the requisition or 
when such return contains Information, which the 
Executive Officer or the octroi superintendent has 
reason to believe to be incorrect on other authen¬ 
tic information obtained by him. shall immediately 
b" paid by that person on demand. 

21. POWER<: TO KEEP CREDIT ACCOUNT WITH 

PERRON FIRM OR LOCAL AUTHORITIES IN TIFU 

OF TFFYING OCTROI ON INTRODUCTION OF 

GOODS : 

(1) The Executive Officer mav at arty time, with the 
approval of the Boatd. instead of requiring pay¬ 
ment of octroi due from anv nerson. mercantile 
firm or local authority to be made at the time when 
tbe goods in respect of which the octroi is leviable 
am brought into the octroi limits of the Oanton- 
ment. direct that credit account shall be kept in 
tbe Board of octroi so due from such person, firm 
or authority. 

(2) finch account shall be settled at intervals not exceed¬ 
ing one month and such nerson. firm or local nn'ho- 
-itv shall give such information or details and make

22. SPECIAL ARRANGEMENT WITH HIE GOVEUN- 

Mtl\l UP MAHARASH1KA AND 1UE tUUD COR¬ 
PORA I/ON UP INDIA : 

(1) I he Executive Officer, may, whenever foodg rains 
and other articles are imported tor the purpose of 
rationing or storing within the octroi limits of the 
c-amomnent oy any otneer of the Government or 
Mafcarashtra or the Food Corporation ot India, 
instead oi requiring payment ot octroi oue from, 
them to be made at the time when the goods in 
respect of which the octroi is leviable are importcu 
into the Cantonment limits allow imports and to 
submit a monthly statement showing imports efEeet 
during a particular month. The said monthly ata.e- 
ment shall be regularly sent bcrorc the fifth of each 
ensuing month. The Executive Oifieer shall aL 
intervals not exceeding one month after scrutinising 
the statement settle the account and ascertain the 
octroi payable to the Board.

the deposit referred to in sub-bye-law (2) or it 
the said deposit be insufficient by recourse to a civil 
court. 

23. SPECIAL ARRANGEMENTS WITH COMPANIES 
WHO DEAL WITH WHOLESALE DlSTRlliU 1 ION OP 

PETROL AND PETROLEUM PRODUCTS; 

(1) in case of companies who deal with wholesale disti i- 
bution of petrol and petroleum products and who 
for this purpose have to resort to bulk storage in 
tanks, the Executive Officer may permit them to 
render monthly statements showing the imports. 
The said monthly statements shall be regulaily sent 
before the fifth day of the ensuing month. The 
Executive Officer shall at intervals not exceeding 
one month after scrutinising the said statements, 
settle the account and .ascertain the Octroi payable 
to the Board by the said companies, 

(2) The said companies shall give such infoimution or 
details and shall produce such documents as the 
Executive Officer may deem necessary. The said 
companies shall also furnish such deposit as the 
Executive Officer shall consider sufficient to cover 
the amount which may at any time be due from 
such company in respect of such dues. 

«, 3) Any amount found due to the Boaid after setting 
the account ns laid down in sub-bye-law (1) may 
if not paid on demand, be recoverable by the Exe¬ 
cutive Officer :— 

(a) from the deposit referred to in sub-bye-law (2); 
or 

(b) If the said deposit be insufficient by recourse to 
the provisions of the Act as if the amount due 
were a property tax due by the said defaulter 
or by having recourse to Civil court, 

24 SPECIAL ARRANGEMENT FOR RECOVERY OF 
OCTROI IN CERTAIN CASES : 

Tlhe Executive Officer may make special arrangement for 
the recovery of octroi on goods imported for consumption 
use or sale within the octroi limits of the Cantonment by the 
Canteen Stores Department of the Ministry of Defence, 
Government of India, or any department of the State 
Government of the Central government importing goods for 
the use of a commercial undertaking or any public utility 
concern established by law and such an arrangement when 
made shall be governed by the provision or by-law 23. 


25. GUIDI.-LINES TO IMPORTER AND EXPORTER ; 

The details of the procedure required to bo followed oy 
or to be complied with in accordance with the provisions oi 
these bye-laws by any importer or exporter of goods shall 
be as in hereafter mentioned.

27. EVERY PERSON BRINGING GOODS INTO THE 
OCTROI LIMITS TO STOP AT THE IMPORT OCTROI

Every person biinging goods into the octroi limits of the 
Cantonment shall stop at the Import octroi post to enable 
the Import Octroi Post Officer to ascertain whether the goods 
in the possesion of the said person arei liable to octroi. 

28. DUTY OF HIE DRIVER OF A VEHICLE TO STOP 
AT THE IMPORT OCTROI POST 

Eveiy drivei of a vehicle or conveyance of any nature 
whatsocvei shall stop his vehicle or conveyance at the Impoi t 
Octroi Port to enable the Trnrort Octioi Post Officer to as¬ 
certain whether the said vehicle or conveyance contains any 
goods liable tO octroi. 

29. SCALE FOR ROUNDING OF THE WEIGHTS 

Where goods lire liable to be charged octroi by weight,

30. CALCULATION OT OCTROI IN CASE OF FRAC TION 
OF PAISE. 

In calculating the octioi to be charged, the factional amount 
below two paisc shall be omitted and two paise and above 
shall be reckoned ns five paise. 

31. DUTY OF PERSON IN CHARGE OF GOODS IM¬ 
PORTED FOR CONSUMPTION, USE OR SALE TO 
GIVE DECLARATION IN THE PRESCRIBED FORM 
AT THE TIME OF IMPORT. 

Every person in charge of the goods that are being im¬ 
ported into the octroi limits for consumption, use or sale 
shall at the time o£ import duly fill in and deliver to the 
import octroi post officer a declaration under his signature 
in the form prescribed in Form IT. 

32. SCRUTINY OF IMPORTED GOODS AND IMPORT 
BILL TO BE ISSUE:D FOR OCTROI RECOVERED. 

(1) The import octroi post officer shall after proper 
scrutiny of the goods that arc being imported into 
the octroi limits of the Cantonment for consump¬ 
tion use oi sale calculated the octroi due on such 
goods and shall demand the amount so assessed from 
the person in charge of the goods in the manner 
prescribed in this behalf in the bye-laws. On receipt 
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of octroi demanded, the Import Octroi Post officer 
shall pass ail octroi receipt (Hereinafter called 
‘Import Bill') in the form prescribed in Form I. 

(2) In the said im-poit bill the importer shall be shown 
as follows :— 

(a) The name of the person who appears to be im¬ 
porter from the contents of the invoice, bill or 
other documents of alike nature. 

(b) If no invoice is produced of if the name of the 
importer cannot be ascertained from the invoice 
that is produced, the name of the person who is 
declared to be an importer by the person in 
charge of the goods. 

(3) The entry made in the import bill regarding the 
name of the importer shall be deemed to be final 
and conclusive and no person will be permitted to 
urge that he or some other person and not the 
person named in the import bill as an importer is 
the importer of the goods imported, if such person 
fails to produce satisfactory facts and documents. 

33 THE PERSON IN CHARGE OF THE GOODS TO 

UNLOAD THE SAID GOODS AT HIS OWN EX¬ 
PENSE FOR THE PURPOSE OF ASSESSING THEIR 

WEIGHT. 

In all cases in which the Import Octroi Post Officer or the 
Export Octroi Post Officer, with a view to ascertain the 
correct weight of the goods brought to the octroi post either 
for import or for export, requires the person incharge of th. 
goods to weight them on the weighing machine at the sure 
octroi post the said person shall without any delay, cause 
the said goods to be conveyed to the said weighing machine 
at his expenses, and after the said goods are duly weighed, 
he shall forthwith at his own expense remove the said goon, 
tioni the said weighing machine. 

34. EVERY PERSON BRINGING GOODS INTO 7/7; 

OCTROI UMITS TO PRODUCE UIE ORIGINAL 

INVOICE RELATING TO GOODS IMPORTED. 

(1) In order to enable the Import Octroi Post Officer 
to ascertain the value of the goods for the purpose 
of assessing octroi, every person who brings goods 
into the octroi limits of the Cantonment for con¬ 
sumption, use or sale therein shall produce bedo: 
the Import Octroi lost Officer tile original invoice 
bill and other documents of like nature showing 
the correct value of such goods and he shall further 
fill in and deliver to the said officer a declaration 
in Form II. 

(2) If the contents of the invoice, bill or other docu¬ 
ments, do not appear to be reliable to the Impo t 
Octroi Post Officer the value stated therein shall not 
be accepted and octroi shall be calculated in the 
manner laid down in bye-law 35. 

35. ASSESSMENT OF OCTROI WHEN THE ORIGINAL 

INVOICE IS NOT PRODUCED OR THE INVOICE 

PRODUCED IS UNRELIABLE OR IS INCOMPLETE : 

(1) If the original invoice is not produced at the time 
of import or if the invoice that is produced and the 
declaration that is given in purusuance of bye-law 
34 are not deemed to be reliable by the import octroi 
post officer or if the invoice or the declaration is 
incomplete or if the person incharge of the goods 
refuses or is unable to declare the true value of the 
goods in the declaration form prescribed by bye-law 
34 the Import Octroi Post Officer shall calculated 
and recover the octroi according to the value fixed 
by the Cantonment Executive Officer from time to 
time. 

(2) Where octroi is levied under clause (1), the Can¬ 
tonment Ejuicutive Officer, may if a written com¬ 
plaint is mane to him by the importer that the octroi 
so levied is in excess of the octroi that would be 
leviable according to the Invoice value of the goods, 
grant refund of the excess amount to the said im¬ 
porter only if the following conditions are fullfilled 
and not otherwise :— 


(a) He shall make under his signature written ap¬ 
plication to the Cantonment Executive Officer 
about the excess recovery of octroi. 

lb) The said application must reach the office of 
the Cantonment Executive Officer within fifteen 
days from the date of import. 

(c). The said importer shall produce alongwith the 
said application but not afterwords the follow¬ 
ing documents, namely :— 

(i) the original invoice and all other docu¬ 
ments or a like nature which will enable 
the Cantonment Executive Officer to ascer¬ 
tain the true and correct value of the goods. 

(ii) a declaration in the form prescribed in 
form IX duly filled in and signed by the 
said importer. 

(3) The said importer shall satisfy the Cantonment 

Executive Officer aboul i. . d genuin- 

ness of the complaint . :: ■ recovery 

of octroi. 

(4) Where an application is not accompanied by such 
documents as are prescribed by these bye-laws but 
is otherwise complete, the Cantonment Executive 
Officer may, if he is satisfied that the co mmi ssion 
is due to- good and sufficient reasons, extend the 
period upto three months fiom the date of import 
for submitting the document. 

36. THE ROUTES BY WHICH THE GOODS MEANT FOR 

IMMEDIATE EXPORTATION ARE TO BE CON¬ 
VEYED : 

The routes by which the goods meant for immediate ex¬ 
portation will have to be conveyed from the Import Octroi 
Post to Export Octroi Post will be those that are specified in 
Schedule II to these bye-laws. 

37. PROCEDURE TO BE FOLLOWED FOR EXPORTING 

THE GOODS INTENDED FOR IMMEDIATE EX¬ 
PORTATION ; 

Any person in chfarge of the goods intended for immediate 
exportation that are being imported into the octroi limits of 
the Cantonment will be bound to convey the said goods from 
the Import Octroi Post to the Export Octroi Post under the 
Board supervision in accordance with condition and in the 
manner prescribed below :— 

(1) The said goods will have do be exported within 
three hours from the time of import or such longer 
period as may be permitted in accordance with the 
provisions contained thereinafter. 

(2) The said goods will have to be .conveyed from the 
Import Octroi Post direct to the Export Octroi Post 
without unloading or without any detention ‘en- 
route' to the Export Octroi Tost or without any 
change of hand (due to sale or otherwise) or from, 
condition or appearance by any process of manu¬ 
facture or otherwise and without their being used, 
consumed or sold within the octroi limits of the 
Cantonment. 

(3) The said person on arrival of the goods at the 
Import Octroi Post shall give a declaration and 
an undertaking to the Import Octroi Post Officer in 
the form prescribed in Form VI, pay the fee of 
Rs. 51- and obtain from him a written permission 
in Form VTI. 

(4) After obtaining the written permission, the said 
person will be bound to proceed to the Export 
Octroi Post direct with the said goods in company 
of the escort provided by the octroi officer by the 
routes prescribed in Schedule II and not otherwise. 

(5) The said person after arriving at the concerned 
Fxport Octroi Post shall handover the written per¬ 
mission to the (Export Octroi Post Officer who shall 
after satisfying himself that the goods brought to 
the Export Octroi Post are the same as those that 
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are noted in the written peimision and that they 
are brought in accordance with the conditions 
prescribed, note the time of export and other 
necessary details and certify the export on the 
written permission. The said person, thereupon, 
shall be bound to remove the said goods outside 
the octroi limits of the Cantonment forthwith. The 
written permission shuli be retained by the Export 
Octroi Post Officer. 

(6) In case the said person intends to export the said 
goods by Railway or State Transport he shall after 
following the procedure prescribed in clause tl) to 
(4) export the said goods in the following manner 
and subject to the conditions prescribed below :— 

(a) He shall produce the said goods and the writ¬ 
ten permission obtained under clause (31 
before the export octroi post officer at the 
concerned export octroi post for inspection. 

(bj The said Export Octroi Post Officer after satis¬ 
fying himself that the goods are noted in the 
Transit Pass and that they are brought to the 
octroi post in accordance with the conditions 
prescribed and within the time prescribed for 
the export of the said goods return the written 
permission to the said person with a note on it 
signed by him to the effect ‘Goods allowed to 
be removed to the railway yard or state trans¬ 
port booking office as the case may be. 

(c) i'he said goods will then be lemoved direct to 
the railway yard or state transport booking 
office in company of the escort, 

(d) The said person shall after booking the said 
goods within the time prescribed for the ex¬ 
port of the said goods produce the written pei- 
mission, Railway receipt or the receipt issued 
by the State transport before the Export Octroi 
Post Officer who shall after satisfying himstli 
that the description, weight and number of 
packages or bags noted in the written permis¬ 
sion tally with the goods noted in the aforesaid 
receipt and that the said goods were exported 
by railway or state transport within thiec houis 
fiom the time of import in acocrdance with 
conditions prescribed, certify the export on 
the said written permission after noting there¬ 
in the time of export and the details of the 
aforesaid leceipt. The export Octroi Post 
Officer shall rclurn the aforesaid leceipt to the 
said person and shall retain the written per¬ 
mission. 

(7) (a) In case the said person finds it impossible to 

export tijp said goods within three hours from 
the time of import on account of any difficulty 
in the way of obtaining the railway booking 
or the state transport booking (without any 
laches on his part) he shall, before, the ex¬ 
piry of the period prescribed for the export 
of the said goods, produce the said goods and 
the written permission before the Export 
Octroi Officer. 

(b) In case the vehicle conveying the goods intend¬ 
ed for immediate exportation goes out of order 
‘enroute’ to the Export Octroi Post and if it 
is not possible to put it in order in a couple of 
minutes or if for nuy other reason beyond the 
control of the said person it is not possible to 
export the said goods without making any halt 
(enroute) to the Export Octroi Post before the 
expiry of three hours from the time of import 
the said person shall before the expiry of three 
hours from the time of import, contact the 
concerned export Octroi Post Officer and pro¬ 
duce the written permission before him, 

(c) The said person in either of the cases mention¬ 
ed in sub-clauses (a) and (b) shall give inti¬ 
mation to the concerned Export Octroi Post 
Officer regarding the breakdown of the vehicle 
or difficulty in obtaining the railway or state 


transport booking or other circumstances 
beyond his comrol which make it impossible 
for him to export the said goodi immediately 
or within the time prescnbed foi the export of 
the said goods at the same time ha shall moke 
a wiillen application m the Eorm X lo the 
Export Octroi Post Officer lor extension of 
time prescribed tor exporting the said goods- 

(di i'he said person shall after getting the amount of 
octroi assessed fiom the Export Octroi Post Officer 
deposit the amount equal to oclioi with him. The 
Export Octroi Posl Officer shall then prepare a 
receipt in the Foim XI. 

(e) The Export Octroi Officer on being satisfied about 
the genuineness of this grieveiice shall extend the 
period for exporting the said goods from time to 
lime upto a maximum period of one hundred and 
sixty eight hours calculated from the time ol import 
and shall make a note of the extension gi anted on 
the written permission on the Deposit Receipt and 
its office copy. The wiitten peimission and the 
Deposit Receipt shall be returned by the Export 
Octroi Post Officer to the said person who shall 
be bound to export the said goods within the time 
extended by the Export Octroi Post Officer and in 
accordance with the conditions prescribed in clause 
( 2 ). 

(f) li the said goojs ale exported by Railway or State 
Transport the said person shall piuducc the Railway 
Receipt oi the receipt issued by the State tiunsport 
the wiitten permission and the Deposit Receipt 
before the Export Octroi Post officer, The Export 
Octroi Post Officer alter satisrying himself that the 
goods noted in the Railway recetpi or the leceipt 
ot the state tianspotl are the same as these that 
me mentioned in the written permis'ton and lh.it 
the goods aic txported in at coi dance with the con¬ 
ditions prescribed within the period extended by 
him. certify the export on the written pc mission 
after noting the time oi export and the details of 
the Railway Receipt or Stale Tiansport Receipt. 
Sftcr obtaining the receipt ot ihe said person on 
the Deposit Receipt the Export Octroi Post Officer 
shall return the di posit amount to him. The written 
pci mission and the Deposit Receipt will be retained 
by the Export Octroi Post Officci. In case n is 
found that the said goods have been exported after 
expiry of three hours liom the Unit of import oi 
aftei the expny of the petiod extended by the 
export Octroi Post Officer. The Export Octioi 
Post Officer shall make a note of the time of the 
export and other nccexstuv detail's ot the written 
permission, the original Deposit Receipt and its 
office copy. He shall also make a note on the 
documents mentioned above to the eil'ecl ‘Exported 
late’. The export Octroi Post Officer shall return 
the written pci mission and the Deposit Receipt to 
the said person. 

(g) If the said goods are lo be exported in any manner 
other than railway or State transport the said person 
at the time of exporting the said goods ■•hall pro¬ 
duce the goods, the written permission and the 
Deposit Receipt before the Export Oc f, oi Post 
Officer The Export Octroi Post Officer alter satis¬ 
fying himself that the goods noted in the written 
permission arc the same as those that aie pioduced 
before him and that the said gsods are being ex¬ 
ported in accordance with the conditions piescrihed 
and within the period extended hv him, shall certify 
the export on the written permission after noting 
the time of export mid olhci necessary details 
therein. After obtaining the rrceip 1 of the said 
person on the Deposit Receipt, the Export Octroi 
Post Officer shall return the deposit amoun retain¬ 
ed by the Export Octioi Post Officer. In case it is 
found that the said roods have been b:ought for

(in) recover full octioi on the goods as if the said 
goods were imported Eor consumption, use or 
sale 

(11) Nothwithstanding anj hing contained in clause (1), 
the Cantonment Executive Officer may condone the delay upto 
the maximum period of twelve hours in the mattei of export¬ 
ing the said goods within the prescribed time or within the 
lime extended the Export Octroi Post Officer in case it is 
proved to the satisfaction of the Executive Officer that it was 
due entnelv to some bonafide reason or circumstance beyond 
control of the person importing the said goods When the 
delay is thus concerned the said goods shall be deemed to 
he exported vvihlm the piescnbed time 
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(12) If the goods declared at the time of import to the 
goods intended for immediate exportation are not conveyed 
out of the octroi limits of the Cantonment within the pres¬ 
cribed time of three hours from the time of import or within 
the time extendly the Export Octroi Post Officer or if the said 
goods are not exported in the manner prescribed in the 
foregoing provisions, the said goods shall for all intends 
and purposes be deemed as goods imported for use, consump¬ 
tion or sale within the octroi limits of the Cantonment; and 

(i) Octroi due thereon if not already deposited in pur¬ 
suance of the foregoing provisions shall be recover¬ 
ed in the manner prescribed in the bye-laws or by 
having resources to a Civil Suit. 

(ii) the deposit equal to the amount of octroi paid by 
the importer in pursuance of the foregoing provisions 
shall be treated as octroi, and the person from whom 
the deposit is received shall alone be deemed to be 
the importer. 

(iii) no claim of refund whatsoever on this account be 
entertained. 

(13) Any person who happens to be incharge of the goods 
intended for immediate exportation at the time of the intro¬ 
duction into the octroi limits of the Cantonment shall alone 
be deemed to be the importer. 

38. SEALING OF GOODS AND VEHICLE : 

The Octroi Post Officer shall arrange to seal in such man¬ 
ner as may be directed by the Cantonment Executive Officer 
from time to time. 

(a) The goods declared to be goods intended for imme¬ 
diate exportation. 

(b) Vehicle loaded with such goods. 

(c) wheq the vehicle itself is goods intended for imme¬ 
diate exportation such vehicle even though it may 
not carry goods intended for immediate exportation; 
with a view to ensure that the said goods are conve¬ 
yed out of the octroi limits by the prescribed routes 
and that the entrv of the said goods is not fradulent- 
!y effected info the octroi limits of the Cantonments 
for consumption use or sale. 

39. MANNER OF CTAIMING REFUND OF OCTROI 
LEVIED IN PURSUANCE OF BYE-LAW 35 : 

(1) In cases where octroi was levied in pursuance of Bve- 
law No. 12 refund of the same, if admissible, shall be claimed 
in the following manner ;— 

(a) the importer alone shall make an arrolication for 
refund to the Cantonment Executive Officer. 

(b) the said application shall be duly signed by the said 
importer. 

(c) the said application must reach the office of the 
Cantonment Executive Officer within fifteen days 
from the date of import. 

(d) in no case an application received bv the Canton- 
ment executive Offiecr beyond this time will be 
intertained. 

* 

(e) th» said application shall be accompanied, by the 
following documents :— 

(i) import bill; 

fii) original invoice, bill or document of alike 
nature; 

(iii) a declaration in the form prescribed in Fo r m 
IX duly filled in and signed by the importer for 
refund. 

(2) No refund will be allowed and the application for 
refund shall be refected if the said application is not accom- 
pained bv the documents prescribed above. Where an appli¬ 
cation is not accompanied bv such documents as may he pres¬ 
cribed bv these bve-law s hut is otherwise complete the Can¬ 
tonment Executive Officer may, if he is satisfied that the 
ommission is due to good and sufficient reasons, extend the 


period upto three months from the date of import for sub¬ 
mitting fjhe documents. 

40. APPLICATION RECEIVED ON THE FIRST WORKING 
DAY AFTER THE HOLIDAY SHALL BE ADMIS¬ 
SIBLE ; 

If the last day on which any application or complaint is 
required td be received in the office of the Cantonment Exe¬ 
cutive Officer in pursuance of any bye-law of these bye-laws 
happens to be a Board holiday, such application of complaint 
if received in the office of the Cantonment Executive Officer 
on the first working day after the holiday or holidays as the 
case may be, shall be deemed to have been received by the 
Cantonment Executive Officer within the time prescribed. 

41. IMPORTER’S SIGNATURE ON DOCUMENTS : 

Any application, declaration, undertaking or any othei

(4) in case the goods have been imported by any com¬ 
pany registered under the companies Act, it is signed 
by any Director or Manager of tbe said company. 

42. BYE-LAWS TO APPLY TO PERSONS WHO HAVE 
CREDIT ACCOUNT WITH THE CANTONMENT 
BOARD. 

Any person who has kept a credit account with the Canton¬ 
ment Board as laid down in the bye-laws shall be governed 
by the provisions of these bve-laws excepting that he shall 
not he required to pay oertoi in cash at the time of import. 

43. NO COMPLAINT REGARDING THE DESCRIPTION 
ETC. WILT BE ENTERTAINED IE A WRITTEN COM¬

After the goods imported or exported are removed from 
the octroi post no complaint from any person shall fee enter¬

SRO 53/8/C/L&C/84.—Whereas a draft proposal of 
certain notification for revising the rales and regulating collec¬ 
tion of octroi on goods brought within the Kamptcc Canton¬ 
ment for consumption, use or sale was published with Kamp- 
tce Cantonment Notice to CBK/96/1059, dated the 23rd 
December, 1985 as required by section 61 und 62 of Can¬ 
tonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924) for inviting objections and 
suggestions from all persons likely to be affected thereby till 
the expiry of petiod of 30 days from the date of publication 
of the said notice. 

And whereas the said notice was made available to the 
public on the 23rd December 1983; 

And whereas all the objections and suggestions received 
from tire public on the staid draft have been duly considered 
by the Cantonment Boatd; 

And whereas the Centjal Government have duly approved 
and confltmcd authorising the Board as required by section 
63 of the Act 1924 (2 of 1924). 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 60 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924) and 
in supersession of the Central Province Part III notification

SCHEDULE 11 

LIST OF GOODS ON WHICH OCTROI SHALL NOT BE 
PAYABLE TO CANTONMENT BOARD 

( 1 ) Bonafide personal luggage of passengers arriving 
by air, sea, river, rail or ruod and articles 
for their private and personal use, which have 
already been in use at the time of import. 

(2) Machines worked by mannual power for bonafide 
use of educational institutions. 

(3) Camp euipment of Government officers on tour. 

(4) Necessaries (not being articles of food and drink) 
equipment and clothing procured by officers in 
command of troops for the direct and exclusive 
use of their men and camp followers, if and 
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when accompanied, at the time they enter the 
octroi limits by a certificate of the officer com¬ 
manding that they are so intended, 

(5) Goods entering the octroi limits either In 
exhibition train itself, or for being placed in 
any exhibition to be held in the octroi limits but 
not for sale; in the latter case on the production 
of certificate to that effect from the Secretary of 
the Manager Managing the said exhibition. 

(6) Newspapers, packed examination answer-books 
(except blank) or unused answer-books, old official 
records or records still in use (excluding waste- 
papers). 

(7) Bonaflde commercial samples meant for free 
distribution and not meant for transfer or sale 
so certified by the importer, 

(8) Manures other than chemical manures and pesticide, 

(9) Goods imported by rail or air and rebooked and 
exported without being removed from the premises 
of the railway, docks bunders, whurts and airports, 

(10) Goods imported in accordance with the order of 
tv court of law in connection with its official 
use. 

(11) Used furniture, pianos, and similar musical Instru¬ 
ments, tents, “Chholddaries”, crockery, utencils. 
lamps, bamboos, balliers, “(Bamboo mailings) 
hired for parties, marriage ceremonies and public 
functions outside the octroi limits which were so 
taken outside with the written permission of 
an octroi officer and which are accompivnied by 
the said written permission while reentering the 
octroi limits. 

(12) Machlnary, instruments and other articles and 
their components parts, which were taken out¬ 
side the octroi limits for the purposes of repairs 
or processing, if imported with the written per¬ 
mission of an petrol officer and arc accompanied 
by the said written permission, while re-entering 
the octroi limits, 

(13) Free gifts or any goods received ns aid or relief 
supplied from any foreign Government or Its 
recognised agency operating in India. 

Explanation —(1) For purpose of this entry “recognised 
agency’’ means an agency specified as 


such by the State Government by an 
order published in the official Gazette. 

Explanation —(2) If any doubt arises M to whether uny 
particular gift is eligible for exception 

under this rule or not, ihc matter shall 
he referred to the State Government 

whose decision shall be final. 

(14) Passenger buses of the State Trawpoit entering 

the octroi limits, if the Tiunspoit has alieady paid 
octroi in respect of such buses to a local authority 
within the jurisdiction of which its concerned 

depot from which such buses are operated'* is 

situated and produces a receipt or any other docu¬ 
ment evidencing such payment to such authority. 

(15) All contraceptives, drugs or appliances used for 
family planning purposes. 

(16) (a) Cotton hand spun yarn and khadi doth. 

(b) Woolen hand spun yarn and hand woven cloth 
including "Ghongadls”, 

(c) Hand spun and receled silk yarn and hand 
woven silk cloth, including tassar yarn and 
cloth, 

(d) Village industries products. 

Explanation —The exemption from payment of octroi duty 
under this entry shall be given subject to the 
condition that the goods are specified by the 
Maharashtra State Khadi and Village Indus¬ 
tries Board, or the Khadi and Village' 
Industries Commission, 

(17) Table salt or any other variety of common salt, 

(18) Electricity. 

(19) Empty Treasure Boxes supplied by the Reserve 
Bank of India to its Agency Banks for packing 
the Government Treasure for despatch to Agency 
Banks or to the Head Office of the Bivnlt.
